New Youu, Jane 16.—Amos T. Ackerman 
is a native of New Hampsnire, but for the 
past thirty years has been a resideut of Geor- 
gis. During the war Mr. Ackerman was by 
no means unfavorably disposed towards the 
Confederacy, but with the initiation of the 
Congressioual scheme of reconstruction took 
sides with ex-Governor Joseph FE. Brown 
in favor of en acceptance by the 
State of that plan, and «a reorganization 
upon it. On the assembling of the Georgu 
reconstruction convention, be accordingly 
appeared as a delezate, and was influential in 
the deliberations of that body inside the hall, 
as ex.Governor Brown was outside. Between 
the two the violent factionists of the conven- 
tion were Kept in check, aud the league of the 
carpet baggers and negroes, which In every 
other of the reconstruction conventions 
throughout the South had full sway, was 
overpowered by arraying against it the home 
reconstruction, or, as it is otherwiee termed, 
the scalawag element’.

1,200 miles, flows through alluvial soil, 
easily disturbed and displaced. Its floods 
are of long Guration, kept up by the early 
later rains along its many tributaries, 
the melting of the snows far above 
the falls of St, Anthony and along the 
sides of the Rocky mountains and the Alle- 
ghenies, all meeting and mingling, piling 
one flood upon another and pushing 
the accumulated mass of waters toward 
the gulf. It is a yearly occurrence for the 
river to tise fifty feet above low-water 
mark, and for weeké to keepaf that hight. 
Once m three or four years it sweeps up 
above even this level, and its force is de- 
structive and resistless. The great flood 
of 1857 was fifty-six feet above low-water 
mark, and its damage to crops counted 
millions of dollars, saying nothing of risk 
and loss of life. No season is safe trom 
these perils. Annual in the spring and 
summer, they often come in autumn to ut- 
terly destroy our crops. The peculiar 
formation of the river bed adds to our 
troubles, as the low lands slope downward 
from the river and are thus still more lia- 
ble to overflow. This slope is very gradu- 
al, but water finds its level with ease and 
rapidity, and thus flows back over broken 
levees or low banks with added force. The 
alluvial soil is easily dissolved and held in 
solution, and as easily deposited by every 
change of a strong and varying current. 
The torce of this current sweeps along and 
deposits sand and gravel, as well as the 
finer alluvial, and thus come frequent 
changes in the river bed. 

By careful scientific experiments, it is 
estimated that the sediment is to the water 
by weight as one to fifteen bundred, and 
by bulk as one to twenty-nine hundred. 
Like experiments on the Rhine, the Po and 
other rivers in Europe flowing through al- 
luvial svils,and on the great flood of the 
Asiatic Ganges, show like results and no 
very great variation. Besides the deposits 
along its bed, our river carries out to the 
gulf the mud and sand which have 
formed the delta, with its halt submerged 
soil, reaching out hundreds of miles south 
of the original gulf shores.

Some idea may be gained of the devaata- 
tion and power of floods by the breaks in 
the impertect levees and the body of water 
that some times rushes through these wide 
gaps. In the great flood of 1857 there 
were forty-five crevasses or breaks trom 
Helena to New Orleans. One, ten miles 
below Helena, was three thousand feet 
wide and eight feet deep. At or pear 
Warrenton the water flowed four feet deep 
amd more than a mile in width from the 
main channel over the plantations and 
lowlands, and just above New Orleans a 
stream seven hundred and fifty teet wide 
and twenty feet deep poured over the re- 
giom around that great cily and Hooded its 
very suburbs and streets. The discharge 
of all these crevasses was computed at 
twenty seven thousand cubic feet per sec- 
ond, or ninety-seven million cubic leet per 
hour, equal to a lake a mile square and 
eighty feet deep every day. 

But it may be supposed that the lands 
thus overflowed are mostly worthless 
marshes and swamps thal pever can be re- 
clamed. While this is true of some por- 
tions, it is far from true of the greater 
part. It must be remembered that a large 
area now under cultivation is lable to 
damage by floods. The sugar plantations 
are mostly om low lands, and many cotton 
plantations also. The damage to the crop 
in the ‘Tensas bottom, a fertile and eulti- 
vated region, estimated at $5,000,000 in a 
single year, will give some faint idea of 
the periled products. A pertect system ot 
levees, such as can be made practical, as 
experience in Eurepe shows, would relieve 
this sense of impending danger and add 
immensely to the wealth of the country 
at large.
